Washington— So far as Calvin Coo- 


lidge is concerned, the third term is- 
sue can be agitated to the heart's con- 
tent of those who want to talk about 
it but not a syllable of assent or dis- 
sent -will come from him.

men in the Republican party spent 
four hours with Mr. Coolidge talking 
about Republican politics, discussing 
the future of the party and the situa- 
tion in various states.

His caller 
thought it might not be inappropriate 
to touch on that very delicate but im- 
portant question of another nomina- 
tion for Mr. Coolidge. The caller in 
question favored the renomination of 
the president and is in a position to 
swing delegations toward the Coolidge 
standard. 
He edged all around the 


pioject, gave the president plenty of 
opportunity to give a hint of his inten- 
tions, but not a word came from Mr. 
Coolidse. 
NO PART IN DISCUSSION 


The conversation was sufficiently 


intimate to give an opportunity for 
the discussion of Mr. Coolidgc's pol- 
itical future. But the caller departed 
without the slightest notion of what 
Mr. Coolidge is thinking about with 
reference to renomination. 


From the foregoing an interest- 


ing inference may be drawn. It is 
that Mr. Coolidge has steeled him- 
self 
against 
any 
movement that 


might implicate him in the process 
of renomination. He knows well the 
criticism that has often been visit.-d 
on the system which permits a pres- 
ident in office to control the nominat- 
ing machinery. If he is renominan.-d 
nobody is going to be able to say that 
he received encouragement — at least 
nobody thus far in Mr. Coolidge's pol- 
itical "family can truthfully say that 
the president ever discussed renomiii- 
ation. 
Political Washington has been talk- 


ing about this reticence on the part 
of Mr. Coolidse and 
is inclined to 


think it is a shrewd bit of politics in 
itself. For if the third term tradition 
is to be broken, an atmosphere must 
be built up justifying suc:i a break- 
down. If Mr. Coolidge refrains from 
activity in the race for tho nomina- 
tino, his friends will be able all the 
more to put him in the position of 
being drafted for the nominatioi. The 
test, of c-oursc, will come in thoso 
states where i!:e consent of the can- 
didate ts uecMMrv S»forc the name 
can b* enter; 3 OT>. ;hp primary ballot.

Washington— OP)— The long expect- 


ed resignation of Lincoln C. Andrews 
has come to pass, and on Aug. 1, by 
his own request, he will end a 2V~- 
year term, which marks another mile- 
stone in the government's effort to en- 
force prohibition. With the assistant 
secietary o£ the treasury, who since 
April 1, 1925, has guided enforcement 
of laws enacted under the eighteenth 
amendment, Roy A. Haynes of Ohio, 
is to go and. while the date of his 
departure is not clear, he is expected 
to leave soon. 


Thus at one stroke two outstanding 


figures in federal prohibition enforce- 
ment are to pass from the picture, to 
be succeeded by two pronounced drys 
whose opinions" on the work they are 
to perform long have been establish- 
ed. General Andrews will be succeed- 
ed by Seymour Lowman, former lieu- 
tenant governor of Xew 
York, and 


Haynes will be replaced by Dr. James 
M. 'Doran. a native of North Dakota. 
who becomes commissioner of prohibi- 
tion.

of assistant seccrtary of the treasury 
in charge of customs, coast guard and 
prohibition his home is in Elmira.

Browne 
admits there

produce a famine. 


Said Browne, on April 26, last year: 
"Theie are 
numerous 
indications 


which tend to sustain the forecasts 
which for the past three years have 
been identified with my work, of a re- 
turn in 1927 in the Northern Hemis- 
phere, of a 'year without a summer.' 
There will be floods and droughts, dan- 
gerously late killing frosts in spring 
and even in midsummer and a return 
of floats unseasonably early In late 
summer, to the destruction, or 
at 


least to the serious reduction, of

great food crops of the world." 


Biowne's prediction

i tinning gruesomely true to forecast. 
Most importantly, the 
Mississippi 


floods, which he had also predicted 
when appearing before the 
House 


Committee 
on Agriculture Feb. 6, 


1923. 
He then advised the congress- 


men that the government should store 
grain and other crops against a 
famine. 


A COSTLY FROST 


A cold' wave from April 1C to 24-25, 


especially predicted by 
Browne on 


2Haich 15, brought, a frost which de- 
stroyed $20,000.000 worth of fruit and 
vegetables over the country—an al- 
most historic frost. 
It reduced the 


piospective strawberry crop 35,000,000 
quarts according to the Department of 
Agriculture, and the Virginia 
apple 


crop ftom 40 to 50 per cent. 


In Browne's January 1 foiecast, part 


of his Long-Range Weather Forecast 
Sei\ice for which hundreds of con- 
ceres pay real money, Browne said, 
"violent tornadoes will be one notable 
feature of the year." 


Three major tornadoes already have 


come, taking hundreds of lives and 


great damage, and the "tornado sea> 
son" is still far off. The Rock Springs 
tornado of early April took a death toll 
of about 60 and some SOO lost their 
lives in the recent southwestern tor 
nado. 


How Browne knows all thie Is too 


long a story to be told Lore. His dab* 
orate system of forecasting is based on 
the long time variation in the sun's 
heat and Us effect in producing chang- 
es in the surface temperatures of the 
oceans. 


SUN SPOTS CAUSE IT 


"Every maximum sun spot period," 


he says, "means violent fluctuations 
of solar heat. Radiation reaches the 
earth unevenly, increasing tendencies 
toward earthly disturbances. The an- 
cient Chinese knew that large sun 
spots were notable for earthquakes. 
With millions of tons of atmospheric 
pressure to the square foot of earth's 
surface, an alteration of high and low 
pressure or weak spots in the earth's 
ciust pulls the trigger and sets off 
quakes. , 


"This is only an example of my en- 


tire theory of causations. Causations 
are neglected in orthodox meteoro 
logical thought." 


Browne and the U. S. Weather Bu 


rcau have long been at swords points. 
Tho Weather Bureau says it can't pre- 
dict weather beyond four days at the 
very most. It admits that suns pots 
seem to cause slight weather changes, 
but takes every opportunity to discted- 
it Browne and all but officially calls 
him a faker. 


Biowne replies that fhe buieau is in 


the hands of "an autocratic old fogy" 
armed with.ancient instruments, who 
has propagandized the country against 
him. He accuses the bureau of pussy- 
footing, of costing the farmers $100,- 
000,000 .1 year and of altering official 
weather repoits to eliminate actual oc- 
currences previously 
predicted by 


Browne. The Weather Bureau, he says 
"has never foreca&t a severe weather 
condition more than 36 hours ahead." 


TIME WILL, TELL 


Whether Browne or the 
Weather 


Bureau is to be discredited may well 
depend on the weather's actions and 
crop conditions for the rest 
of the 


year. Browne is perfectly willing to 
abide by this. 


Meanwhile his clients are enthusias- 


tic and he shows letters congratulating 
him on 85 to 100 per cent accuracy, in- 
cluding one from the Texas 
AVheat 


Growers Association terming his^fore- 
casts "remarkably right all along." 
Browne claims to serve 75 per cent of 
all Washington 
and Oregon 
apple 


growers, sportsmen, race promoters, 
convention committees and a great va- 
riety of other inteiests conceincd with 
future weather.

If he 
did his mind "would have outrun all 
bounds and been unwelcome in the aver- 
age university." 


Cleveland had a very slow and deliber- 


ate habit of mind, and lacked the glib- 
ness and quickness demanded by modern 
instructors. 


Franklin and Jefferson would probably 


be expelled very early in their college 
careers because they would not abide by 
the restraints placed on modern students. 


One man's guess on all of this is as 


good as another, no doubt. It does seem 
as if the professor had, in the language of 
the day, said something. Just what it 
proves, however, is another matter. 


At first glance his statement would 


seem to imply a sharp criticism of our. 
modern educational institutions. And, 
doubtless, these institutions have many 
faults, which it would be easy to enumer- 
ate at considerable length. 


Yet their supposed inability to cope 


with youths like Lincoln, Jefferson, 
Franklin and Cleveland doesn't prove 
much of anything except that genius is 
always hard to handle. 


A Lincoln or a Jefferson is separated 


from the rest of us by a wide gulf—a gulf 
that is'as wide in youth as it is in man- 
hood. He is not normal and never can be; 
will not and cannot abide by the rules and 
formulas that the rest of us live by. 
We 


never understand him. Often enough we 
dislike and suspect him. But he ends by 
leading us and helping to shape the 
course of our civilization. 


Professor Whittlesey may be right 


in what he says; he probably is. 


But it doesn't necessarily mean that our 


colleges and universities are all wrong.

' CAUSE OF FLOOD DISASTERS 


Washington D. C. — The 
early 


Egyptians worshipped the sreat god 
Ea, the beetle, because, although in- 
significant in size and a mere insect, 


perseverance and numbers 
en- 


abled him to reduce to nothingness 
some of the greatest works of man. 
[n like manner the people of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley 
might worship 
the 


crawfish for this creature has inun- 
dated cities, destroyed many lives, 
and millions in property. 


The crawfish is a water creature 


but also has a habit of burrowing in 
the earth banks of the streams it in- 
habits. The United States Weather 
Bureau in the course of investigations 
by its flood division, has discovered 
that crawfish have burrowed straight 
through thick levees. This permits a 
seepage of water to pass. 


.On account of the 
strong 
lateral 


pressure which exists when the river 
s at flood stake, the seepage soon 
becomes a trickle, the trickle soon be- 
comes a stream, and, if undiscovered, 
the undermining process will cause a 
section, of the bank to give way let- 
ting through a flow of waters which 
quickly becomes a torrent developing 
a crevasse which will inundate hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres of land, 
drown cities, and take the lives of hu- 
man beings and animals. It is all 
started by the humble crawfish. 


Patrols are maintained on the Mis- 


sissippi Kivor levee banks to watch 
for just such things but occasionally 
the crawfish wins. It is not like'.y 
that any malice may be imputed to 
the creature but, none the less, tre- 
mendous damage is caused. 


The Weather Bureau's investiga- 


tions show that breaks causing such 
floods as have been 
devasting the 


Mississippi Basin this year arc by no 
means all caused by the water rising 
to a stage which overtops the levees. 
Besides the crawfish there is another 
insidious enemy. It is called a sand 
boil. 


In effect the sand boil Is merely a 


spring. When the river level Is high- 
er than the surrounding land and is 
only held in its bed by the levees, 
there is a natural tendency for the 
water to seek its level outside as well 
as inside of the lex-ees. If the soil 
is sufficiently porous, the water will 
press through the banks nad boil 
up as a spring on the landward side. 
At first there are but a few bubbles. 
These grow until there is a steady 
flow through a sort of tunnel In the 
levee, if not checked, tho whole earth 
structure above the tunnel, is under- 
mined, the earth falls in and is car- 
ried away, and the waters sweep 


through, 
constantly 
widening 
the 


opening. 


HOW TO CUKE SAND BOILS 


Engineers 
have 
discovered 
that 


there is but one way to stop, these 
sand boils. It is impossible to plug 
them up but a successful method has 
been found. A circular dike is built 
around the sand boil or spring. This 
is raised to a height a few inches 
above the level of the river itself. The 
spring then, rises within this circular 
enclosure to the height of the river 
level on the other side of the levee 
but no farther. If the river continues 
to rise, the circular wall must be 
raised higher. 


All this must be done in the early 


stages of the development of the sand 
boil or the undermining will have 
gone too far and thejbrcak will come. 
So long as the water is 
coming 


through a tunnel, the method is suc- 
cessful but not after a breach has 
been made. 


The Weather 
Bureau 
has 
been 


studying floods for many, years and 
has accumulated much valuable data 
concerning them. The general opinion 
among the experts is that, since the 
forests have been cut from the banks 
and therefore there is no local absorp- 
tion, 
they 
are 
inevitable. 
Many 


schemes for flood 
prevention 
have 


been brought to the 
Bureau, 
but 


none has been found practicable, al- 
though it is thought .that perhaps a 
combination, of several methods might 
reduce the damage. 


One difficulty in the solution of 


the problem is that all floods are not 
alike. This year's flood is unlike any 
great flood which 
previously 
has 


come under the observation 
of 
the 


Bureau. It was brought about by a 
combination of two causes. First, last 
year was one of unusual moisture in 
the Mississippi Basin. As late as last 
December there were 
very 
heavy 


rains. These saturated tho ground to 
a point where it would hold_no more 
water. That meant that further rain 
water would immediately drain off 
into the rivers. Second, this spring 
saw unusually heavy rains over tha 
largest tributary river of the Mississ- 
ippi. Usually such rains are scattered 
and the water Is distributed among 
many streams. 


A common cause of floods is the 


rapid melting of snows at headwa- 
ters of tributary streams. The melted 
snow comes down in 
torrents and 


swells the Father of Waters to flood 
stage. In. such cases, it would be pos- 
sible to impound these melting snows 
at the source, the headwaters, keep- 
ing the water in great reservoirs and 
•using it 
for power or • irrigation. 


Weather Bureau officials point out 
that such reservoirs would have 


been wholly ineffective in this flood 
as it has not come from the 'head- 
waters at all; in fact, most of the 
streams have no floods at all sava 
near their confluence with the Missis- 
sippi. 
VARIOUS PLANS 
CONSIDERED 


Reforestation of the banks and the 


maintenance and constant improve- 
ment of the levees, together 
with 


control at'the source in cases where 
floods start at headwaters, would re- 
duce the flood is so tremendous a 
force that many experts regard it as 
beyond control of man. The construe 
tion of great basins along the course 
of the river has been suggested, but 
the experts regard this as chimerical. 
One tentative, survey has been made 
looking to such a plan with the re- 
sult that an. estimated cost of ten 
billions of dollars was reached. There 
the idea was abandoned: it would, be 
cheaper to have the floods. 


Flood experts and dwellers in the 


flood region are inclined, with some 
justification to 
sneer 
at 
fanci- 


ful suggestions 
made by outsiders 


for flood control. When it is realized 
that the 
river, in 
this flood, - has 


reached a width of SO miles at one 
point at least and flows at the rate of 
1,750,000 cubic feet per second, the 
control by human agencies seems out 
of the question. 


With the counsel of the Weather 


Bureau and the Army engineers to 
aid them, the river people are con- 
stantly improving 
the dikes. 
The 


most imprevious types of soil are be- 
ing sought. In 
some places 
mat- 


tings are used to fortify loose soil and 
Bermuda grass is being planted. This 
gradp has a long root which has a 
tendency to 
intertwine, 
making a 


dense network calculated to hold the 
earth together. 


The problem is no small one. 
Con- 


gress unquestionably will be called 
upon to cope with it at the next ses- 
sion and many schemes, 
some 
of 


them highly fantastic, are expected to 
be presented in the form of bills. 


Approximately a billion dollars in 


loss and damage has resulted from 
the Mississippi floods of the last quar- 
ter of a century. The 1913 flood alone 
cost $163,000,000. The Weather Bur- 
eau states that twenty-five per cent 
can safely be added to reported los- 
ses to cover what have not been re- 
ported and the potential and specu- 
lative losses. What the cost of the 
present flood will prove it is too early 
to estimate, but it will run far in ex- 
cess of any previous one.

Unless those two demands are obeyed, 
Dame Fashion will not have muchxto 
build on for long. 


What plan, then, can we make to 


bring us the necessary pounds to tip 
the scales properly? 


Let us go back to the "Just Rights" 


in our first story. The same food that 
feeds that splendid, vigorousr-happy 
lot of people should certainly be eaten 
by the thin brothers and sisteis of 
tho race. Only more of it. Where 
the person of normal weight may get 
along on less than a quart of milk a 
day the underweight should not think 
of taking less. You do not have to 
drink it all if you don't want to. Yc i 
may use it in cooking, in puddings 
and such, and you may drink it flav-

think of. 
*Eat two eggs where the normal 
weights eat one;* take an extra pat of 
butter and eat bread at every meal.

Outlook For Average Crop 


Year Good, Says Babson 


Biibson Park, Mass.—In view of the 


low prices for many farm products last 
year, nnd tho feeling of pessimism in 
many farming sections, Mr. Babson 
was asked to give his views on the 
crop outlook for this fall. His official 
statement is as follows: 


EFFECT OF WEATHER 


"The advent of a new season opens 


tho old question how many acres will 
the farmers plant and what will be 
the final crop output? Statistics show 
that while acreage is important, the 
final yield and actual output depend 
primarily on growing conditions. So 
far, we have witnessed an early spring 
but of course sever storms have cov- 
ered many farming acres; 
freezing 


weather has affected the Northwest, 
and now severe floods in the Mississ- 
ippi Valley aro causing great damage 
to crops, particularly cotton. The flood 
disaster means a sharp reduction of 
long staple cotton in the Mississippi 
Valley. A great portion of the acre- 
age will be planted to cotton and other 
groups the moment the flood subsides. 
Nevertheless, considerable area will 
>e abandoned, which means that a lar- 
ger reduction in total cotton acreage 
will actually take place than was orig- 
inally planned by the farmer. There 
lias never been a spring free 
from 


some inclement weather. However, 
from now on is the time of year to ex- 
pect more favorable weather. 


PRICES HANDICAP FARMERS 
"One of the outstanding topics dis- 


cussed in economic circles in recent 
j-ears is the great discrepancy between 
the price of farm products and Indus- 
rial materials. During the past year 
joth farm products and raw materials 
lave sagged downward. Today 
the 


price level of agricultural goods is; only 
26 per cent over the 1913 base. .. 


The industrial group is 55 per cent 
.ver the same level. These figures 
show the unusual discrepancy that 
exists between 
these two 
leading 


roups. The farmer has been handi- 


capped, receiving a low price' for the 
things produced and paying a higher 
price for the necessities of life such 
as shoes and clothing. 


"There has been a great deal of 


alk about doing something for the 
"armer. Only a short time pgo the 
AIcXary-Haugen Bill was introduced 
:o artificially stimulate the market 
'or farm products. 
This was defeat- 


ed. There is always great danger in 
artificial methods to increase price. 
£ is far better to work out our prob- 
ems through -the normal course of 
supply and demand. The trouMe Is, 
wprld production has increased sub- 
stantially. During the war this ccun- 
try was called upon to feed a large 
>ortion of Europe. Today this is not 
the case. Our present great problem 
s adjusting the rate of world as well 
as domestic output to a level that 
does not greatly exceed demand. In 
view of declining prices and unfavor- 
able conditions in certain agricultur- 
al sections, it would seem as thcugh 
a sincere effort would be made to cut 
down acreage. So far this is not the 
case. 


ACREAGE IX CROPS 


"Preliminary reports shew i.hat in- 


tended plantings favor an increase in 
acreage of corn 2 per cent, oats 3 per 
cent, barley 14 per cent, potatoes 15 
per cent, sweet potatoes 32 per cent, 
and peanuts 38 per cent. Only three 
leading products show a decline in in- 
tended plantings — flax 11 per cent, 
rice 7 per cent, and tobacco 3 per cent. 
Even in the South where it is estimat- 
ed that it is neecssary""'to cut the cot- 
ton acreage 30 per cent in order to 
form a foundation that will show a 
more equal condition between supply 
and demand, there is little hope of a 
cut of more than 20 per cent. Even 
in the case where cotton acreage is 
lower, the balance of acreage is being 
utilized for feed and food crops. 


"In the case of potatoes, the increase 


of 1-1 per cent with average 
yields 


would produce over -110.000.000 bush- 
els, or nearly a record crop. While this 
does not mean a burdensome supplv 
per capita, it is a sharp increase over 
the crops of the last two years. It is 
easily seen that there arc problems in 
each crop, cutting down some, such 
as cotton and flax, and avoiding an ab- 
normal increase in others such as po- 
tatoes and feeds. 


•It is surprising to find that while 


tho prices of certain grains such as 
corn, oats and rye were low last year, 
the actual tonnage of the ten lea'ding 
farm products was the third largest 
on record. Giv»n normal growing con- 
ditions, and inasmuch as acreage this 
year in the acgre?ato has not been 
cut more than 3 per cent, there is no 
basis today for assuming that the 1527 
crop production will tall 
materially 


under a year ac<> or und«>r the average 
of recent y«ars. As I said in the hc- 
ginninr. grmvinz conditions are the 
controlling influence. During the past 
few years w«; have heard a great deal 
about 1IC7 b«-in:r a year 
without a 


summer. This may or may rot he 
true, but it is not. wise to taitc an tan- 
duly pessimistic attitude on 1ho crops 
for the current yrar. There has never 
hcen a serious world shortage of 
zrains or ffwjcvjffs anj such a pir- 
tnrc <5<w: not !r,r>m «p at th<; pr^ont 
time.
